Our mailing list records the names of over 3500 
Old Boys and Old Girls and the percentage of Old Boys and Old Girls donating is 
disappointing. The Association recognizes that there are numerous Alumni who 
have and are still contributing generously to the B.C.S. Foundation Campaign for 
funds which started in 1972. Notwithstanding attached with this letter you will 
find a blank "annual giving card" and postage prepaid return addressed envelope. 
I trust that we can count on your immediate support in the way of a contribution 
for 1976. 

We hope that the support from the members of the Association is sufficient to 
provide for a further scholarship to the son of an Old Boy or Old Girl of B.C.S. 

or K.H.C. 

In previous correspondence we mentioned that we were looking forward to a Bulletin 
being produced in the near future. Unfortunately, a satisfactory arrangement has 
not as yet been reached. Your Board of Directors are engaged in their respective 
pursuits, and simply do not have time to devote to producing a Bulletin. In 19^1 
Lewis Evans and Herbie Hall started the Bulletin as an information sheet to Old 
Boys serving overseas during the last war. It subsequently became the labour of 
love of Graham Patriquin. We are despondent to see its passing. Your Association 
recognizes that communication with its members leaves a great deal to be desired. 
The only time you hear from the Association is when it needs money. Your President 
had hoped to remedy this situation during his term of office but so far has been 
unable. The School has been looking for an Alumni Administrator to be solely re- 
sponsible for the Affairs of the Association and its members without success for 
over a year. Unfortunately, in the past the responsibility has been split with 
other responsibilities to the School. In our view the Association should be run 
from the School and be responsible to the Association for producing a Bulletin and 
co-ordinating reunions for its members at the School and major centres where 
members are present. The recommendation of the Association has been accepted in 
principle but finding the "right person" is not easy. If any of you have any 
suggestions address them to the undersigned. 

We hope to see you at the School on October 3, 1976. There was an excellent turn- 
out last year and it is a nice way to spend a fall Saturday.
